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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of three 
different genii in the generic invention. These species are deemed to lacl< unity of 
invention because they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1. 

A. For the genus of chain extender: 
The species are as follows: 

(a) wherein the chain extender is a di, tri or 
polyhydoxyfunctional monocarboxylic acid. 

(b) wherein the chain extender is a hydoxyfunctional 
oxetane of at least one tri or polyfunctional alcohol. 



B. For the genus of crosslinking functional monomer:

(a) wherein the cross linking functional monomer is as 
defined in claim 14.

C. For the genus of stabilizing functional monomer:
